EDITORIAL. 


ECEMBER brings to the end the busy run of each 
Christian year, and with its long gray twilight it 
offers an opportunity for meditation which should 

not be overlooked. In the whirl of modern life few make 
use of these gentle hours for this rather medieval habit of 
mind, but to those few come the vision and the promise. A 
life of activity offers many charms; to see, to touch, to han- 
dle, to hold are processes understood by all grades of intel- 
lect, but to the man of vision and wisdom, meditation brings 
into play new joys and higher delights. Living 1s not what 
one has in this work-a-day world, but what one ts; the power 
of personality comes from what one thinks rather than from 
what one gets and holds; it is more the power to give out 
than to take in, and as, one reviews the types of one’s 
acquaintances, one is so often impressed with this mysterious 
power which gives forth love, sympathy and helpfulness ; 
this power which whispers confidence, respect and esteem, 
which is so often found in the idealist who ever sees some- 
thing good in the worst of us, and who makes the best of the 
most unhappy conditions. 

Then, in the twilight of the year, let us steal away from 
our cherished ambitions and analyse our ideals, and as the 
bells toll out the passing of the year, perhaps in the silence 
the vision and the promise of the New Year may become 
clear and serene. 


HE Keystone is often asked what style of material 1s 

most in demand from its readers, and this month we 

will try to tell what, from experience, both as execu- 

tive officers and as editors, we have found to be most accept- 
able. a 

As space and time for reading are limited, the first item of 
importance in an official column should be the great co-ope- 
rative movements of the federation or division as a whole. 
This would include the broad outlook of the president and 
reports from secretaries and treasurers as to printed matter 
issued and the condition of the treasury. Then would come 
a word from the State chairmen, with some one point 
stressed, so that all clubs or chapters could work toward one 
date and one special object. These communications should 
call for answers from chapters or clubs, thus affording quick 
communication between the State departments and _ local 
organizations. Finally, /¢st should come individual chapter 
or club reports, issued at such times as any specific work has 
been undertaken or completed. 

The management of The Keystone has arranged to have 
in each State organization a faithful, competent, local man- 
ager to whom all State items should be sent. She serves 
without reward, and is always zealous for the dignity and 
value of her column, but she can never do her best unless 
reports are sent to her direct each month to be prepared for 
print. Women have been chargéd with a tendency to see 
from the individual point of view rather than as a broad 
whole, but now our clubs and societies are helping us look 
out on an idea in its relation to others as well as ourselves. 


This training is lifting women up frony a narrow point of 
view to that higher plan where by co-operation their inter- 
ests are represented and their opinions expressed in a massed 
and more powerful form. Much club and chapter work is 
lost sight of from the fact that it is not reported to the pro- 
per authority. This all can be avoided if the official organ is 
filled with calls and reports of the great co-operative works, 
and if the officers of the local organizations read_ these re- 
ports and fall into line. Co-operation is keeping step with 
your fellow-workers in your line of endeavor, and your 
official organ should be the tower from which the signal to 
advance or retreat is given. Let the officers give the signal 
clearly and simply from the tower, and let the followers 
below watch the tower and respond quickly to the signal, and 
many a campaign for law, order and the welfare of humanity 
will be won in a brief season. The responsibility of the 
leader to give the signals clearly, briefly and in simple lan- 
guage is great in order that the rank and file may understand 
and act. Again, the duty of the rank and file is clear, that 
having selected their leader they should respond promptly 
to the signals, otherwise they impede the progress of the 
movement for which they have all enlisted. The Keystone 
is the signal tower, let the messages sent be clear and brief, 
but full of information and direction. In the heat of battle 
there is no time for adjectives or fine rhetoric; words brief, 
strong, true and from the heart carry the day. In the his- 
tory of the world the telling speeches of great commanders 
have been brief, homely, simple sentences that touched all 
hears: “Veni, vidi, vici.” “England expects every man to 
do his duty” are remembered when more wordy messages 
have passed into oblivion. 

May the coming year be one full of good works for all 
Women’s activities and may each good work be reported in 
telling phrases in the pages of The Keystone. a 

RT in America should receive a great impulse now that 


the new tariff has gone into effect. Clubwomen will 
be interested to know that by this new law all an- 


tiques of artistic merit, not only paintings and sculpture, but 


also work in gold, silver, bronze, terra-cotta and ivory and 
certain classes of household furniture and objects for interior 
decoration which are proven over one hundred years old. will 
now be admitted free of duty into the United States. 

This measure affords an opportunity for examples of great 
foreign artistic work to be brought to this country as a means 
of education and an influence for artistic cultivation. The 
additional provision that paintings and engravings over 
twenty years old may also be admitted free is a long step 
towards absolutely free art. This movement on the part of 
the United States bids fair to be a means of bringing to our 
shores many great works of art from abroad, and making 
this country one of the great treasure houses of art. 

The English press viewed this possibility with so much 
anxiety that it has suggested that England, to encourage 
the holding of works of art as heirlooms in England, should 
now exempt from Death dues such art treasures as are 
already held in family estates there. \Vomen’s clubs in the 
United States everywhere have been in sympathy with, and 
worked for, free art, and this wide outlook for art 1s a great 
reward for any effort they may have put forth to help bring 
it about.

comprising Southern Literature,, Domestic Science, Civics, 
Health and American Art. This club has taken a step de- 
serving a star when it persuaded the superintendent of the 
school to purchase for the school library the new 15-volume 


Library of Southern Literature, from Martin & Hoyt, At- 
lanta. The delegates to Brookhaven last spring, realized 
after hearing the splendid literary program given there. what 
unearthed stores were waiting them. 

At a meeting of the Educatonal Committee of the Missis- 
sippi Federation of Women’s Clubs, at the State Capitol, 
September 15th, the following policy was adopted. 

Loan Fund.—The Columbia University of New York 
gave a scholarship (tuition worth $150) to the General 


Division of the U. D. C., to be awarded by competitive exam- 


ination to a descendant of a Confederate soldier. This was 
won this year by a brilliant Mississippi girl, Miss Elise Tim- 
berlake, of Clinton.. | 

The Educational Committee of the Mississippi Federation 
of W. C. has obtained the privilege of sharing the incidental 
expenses with the U. D.- C. and will give due credit in the 
reports of the latter. The Loan Fund will be devoted to that 
purpose this year. Our reasons for making this award are, 
first, to honor a young woman who has won such a signal 
honor for our State; secondly, to obtain recognition for our 
Mississippi Federation at Columbia University so that we 
may be able to obtain such a scholarship whenever 6tw per- 
manent fund justifies us in assuming it. 

Permanent Fund.—That every federated club may have a 
voice in the disposition of this fund, it is recommended that 
each club shall have one vote for every ten dollars contri- 
buted to it. All candidates must possess such qualifications 
as may be required by the Educational Committee. Clubs 
are urged to send the money they have pledged to this fund 
to the treasurer as soen as possible. 

Rural Schools.—Yo the question asked at the Federation 
for the several years, “How can the Federation help the 
rural schools?” your committee gives the following as an 
answer : 

Each federated club may join the County School Improve- 
ment Association as a body; or if there is no such, help the 
State President of the S. I. A. to organize one. Hach mem- 
ber pay the 25 cents dues required, and take the pledge to do 
at least one thing for one rural school in the county during 
the year. Confer with the county superintendent and presi- 
dent of the county association, as to their needs, purposes 
and plans, and co-operate with them, whenever possible, for 
the material improvement of the rural schools in every thing 
that makes for health, comfort, beauty and culture. 

The dues mentioned are to help in issuing bulletins and 
necessary literature for spreading the ggspel of school im- 
provement. Copies of these will be sent to each federated 
club as they are published. he first one containing full 
information of the work will be mailed by October first. 

Clubs are requested to send full reports of all such work 
to the chairman of this committee before April 1, 1910. A 
blue ribbon will be awarded the club making the best report. 

Teacher's Training School——This is a most vital need of 
our school system; since 90 per cent. of our teachers are 
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without any professional training ; and Mississippi is the only 
State in the Union that has failed to provide such training 
for all her teachers. . 

Each member of a federated club should use her influence 
for the passage of a bill by the next Legislature to establish 
such a school. If every one of the eight hundred women in 
the Federation would do this, their influence would be a 
dynamic force the Legislature could not resist. The purpose 
of your committee is to outline a definite policy at the begin- 
ning of the club year, so that we may all co-operate to accom- 
plish specific results. SusiE V. PowELt,

The convention needs the delegates 
as much as they need the good things it has to offer—inspir- 
ing addresses, delightful social affairs, and plenty of work.

EAR Clubwomen of North Carolina: Since the annual 
meeting in Raleigh I have been reviewing in my 
mind the many evidences of your fealty and good- 

will; and of your confidence in my loyalty as your leader. 
1 wish to thank you for these, not because of the honors 
that you have bestowed upon me, but boghase I feel that I 
have made of you real, true friends, whose affection and 
esteem will always be a fresh inspiration to me in the work 
which we have undertaken. With a deep recognition ot 
this honor and privilege, | place myself at your service for 
any help within my power to render during the coming 
year. 

I wish to emphasize a few of the many problems which 
clubwomen might consider with profit. 

Great responsibility rests with the club president, and she 
can inake a strong place and a great work for herself, it 
she will. It is for her to decide. If she cares for her club- 
women, interests herself in them, and they in her, she can 
do as much good as a State president, and more, for she 
can reach them personally, as a State president can not. 
It is a béautiful work, if she really has the interest and 
welfare of her clubs at heart. Nor do her responsibilities 
rest here, for if she owes a duty to her club, she likewise 
owes one to her State Federation, and the good club prest- 
dent is the greatest support to a State Federation. She 1s 
not asked to follow blindly, but she should inform herself 
and “study the question.” The means may not always be 
at hand for the use of the-individual club member. but 
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specific instructions is given by the chairmen of committees 
projecting the work. To all these calls ready help is given. 

The interchange of letters and ideas reveals delightful 
glimpses of character, and goes far toward establishing the 
interest which personality lends to the work. Too often 
these letters are disregarded, either from carelessness or 
indifference, which tends to greatly discourage the chair- 
men, who have carefully planned the work and have a right 
to expect co-operation from each club interested in her 
particular department. 

The club president should have a correspondent in her 
club, who should receive the letters of the departments and 
report to. and from the club. The particular work reported 
and the plans suggested by all our standing committees are 
worthy of sanction, and all we need is service and co-opera- 
tion to make our Federation a power for good in our State. 

A great step in advance is taken when a club adopts The 
Keystone, the official organ of the State Federation. ‘This 
little paper is most valuable, carrying, as it does each month, 
the knowledge of what the Federations are doing, and 
trving to do, thus solving the problem “how to reach the 
clubs.” The paper is growing in usefulness, but will only 
reach the limit of its power for good when each member 
realizes that it contains a message for her, which she needs 
in order to reach her greatest usefulness.

THe Music CoMMITTEE of the North Carolina Federa- 
tion has a great field for usefulness. We realize that we are 
musically in our infancy. 

Probably the strongest note touched in our message last 
spring was for public school music. The suggestions made 
through The Keystone in that message are to be more 
strongly emphasized for this winter’s work. We as club- 


women can do a great deal for the music in our public 
schools. We want music in every school, and good music. 
I would earnestly advise a special committee from each club 
to co-operate with the supervisors of music in such places as 
have them, and where there is no music taught in the schools 
to ask this same committee to use every means possible to 
have an efficient teacher employed for this important study. 
This seems the one way we may come directly in touch with 
the schools. 

We are beginning to realize the possibilities of our nation 
musically, and the South must not fail to take its place. 
\We must be up and doing! As clubs interested in child life, 
where all our power for the future lies, we must do with our 
might what we can find to do for the advancement of our 
art. | 

North Carolina made some gains last year, aid we had a 
very good report from our music department, but we must 
do more. The National Federation of Musical Clubs has 
done a great deal to inspire effort in music composition, 
giving prizes to .\merican composers amounting to two 
thousand dollars. ‘This same offer is made for next year. 

While the General Federation has given us no official 
recognition, still we hope to see this granted us. We must 
leave no stone unturned to advance the cause of music 
through the clubwomen. 

It is very gratifying to us to have had one grand opera 
composed by an American accepted by the Royal Opera 
House in Berlin. This young Pittsburg composer, Arthur 
Nevin, is only an example of what our own .\merican boys 
can do. 

Let us as Southern clubwomen stand for music in our 
schools. Let us not be satisfied till every school has its 
trained teachér of music. May we send our musical influ- 
ence abroad through the ever widening medium of the 
women's clubs. \Vhere advisable we might offer prizes or 
some reward for musical composition. In the high schools 
in the cities, where music is given its place in the course of 
study, we might thus encourage an effort at least along this 
line.

Perhaps I am 
wrong in classing them together: Minnesota with its great 
cities, its 9,000 women working for the best in many lines of 
work, has naturally accomplished, where States with from 
1,500 to 4,000 could not venture. Minnesota has entertained 
the General Federation, has had within its borders women 
from every State in the Union, high-minded women, conser- 
vative and the most progressive ;—this great State has taken 
and given in a large degree, and will be held responsible for 
its opportunities. The result is already apparent. South 
Dakota women, barely twenty years old, are asking for the 
franchise,—the State, I mean, not the Federation,—and the 
question will be submitted to popular vote next fall. It was 
by no means the vital poigt in their federation work, splendid 


as to the educational, civic, health and legislative reports,— , 


but it suggested to me strongly the point toward which our 
work naturally leads: preparation for whatever may come to 


us, to meet the future with knowledge, with judgment, with 
poise. 


How rejoiced I was to find North Dakota saving its his- 
tory, before the present generation shall have passed away 
Every department which the 
State undertakes was well represented. One entire session 
Was given to the General Federation ; 
gave her report; there were greetings from officers and presi- 
dents of sister federations; the President and Treasurer and 
two Chairmen of Committees, Household Economics and 
Food Sanitation, gave of their best, and I am,sure each 
would express gratitude for the opportunity. Both Dakotas 
are enthusiastic over Mrs. Williams’s health stamp. There 
may be rivalry between those two States as to which will

cal Association says otherwise, as does the big majority of 
the physicians in every one of the half dozen States in which 
the subject has been canvassed, and the gorge of the house- 
holder rises against it. We do not want our food doctored. 
While the food adulterator may prefer, as he says, benzoate 
of soda to ptomaines in his victuals, the ordinary eater prays 
to be delivered from both. Nor, despite the misleading 
vote, is the real sentiment of the Food and Dairy Association 
in favor of the drug. Their convention was captured— 
diverted from a meeting of scientists to a wire-pulling politt- 
cal caucus. Every State with bad food had its man on the 
ground with his vote in his pocket, the fruit drier of Cali- 
fornia, the canner .and manufacturer of Massachusetts and 
Iowa, the sugar interest of the South, the bleached flour con- 
cern of Illinois, and the middle west, the ‘whiskey com- 
pounder with his hundred thousand dollar salaried attorney. 
No State was more active in the work than Arizona, that has 
no pure food law at all, and no pure food committee in its 
F. W. C. A body of Washington politicians with skilled 
workers and trained parliamentarians, went to Denver days 
before, perfected their plans and at the crucial time jumped 
in and steered the meeting. It was this combination of pres- 
sure, influence and sharp dealing that brought the Denver 
convention into its false position, renounced the work of Dr. 
Wiley, and prostituted the benzoate of soda vote. I appea! 
to the friends of pure food to hold fast their standards. Dis- 
couraging times are before us. We must hold our position 
and stand ready to advance when the time is ready: In two 
or three years at the longest there will be a change.

HE Wilmington convention opened with more than a 
hundred delegates present: the number of “eligible” 
votes heing 162. Others reported later. The report 

of the president, Mrs. I. W. Faison, Charlotte, stated that 

there are now 60,000 members of the general organization. 

In North Carolina there are 89 chapters, with a membership 

of 4,000, and during the past vear eight new chapters have 

heen added. Mrs. Faison reported that the educational 
committee had secured two scholarships at the State Normal 

College at Greensboro, and that the State University, Gil- 

ford, Wake Forest, Davenport, Statesville, Mount Pleasant 

and other colleges had acted favorably upon requests for 
scholarships, to be used as the Daughters saw fit. ‘The 

University scholarship is now being used by Mr. J. R. Hill, 

of Lexington. The sum of $325 had been collected for the 

monument to be erected at Arlington, $175 received from 
penny collections begun among the school children last year. 

She’ referred to the splendid work done by the Cape Fear 

chapter in raising funds for the Monument to Hon. George 

Davis, Attorney General of the Confederate States, and that 

the Daughters would have the pleasure of witnessing the 

laying of the cornerstone of this monument during the 
week. More monuments have been erected to the memory 
of the Confederate soldiers than for any other single cause 
in the world. The president urged the Daughters to work 


energetically for the monument to be erected to the memory 
of the students of the university who left college to fight for 


the Southern cause in 1861. This idea was inaugurated by 
Mrs. James Kenan two years ago, and has been loyally 
supported by the Daughters in North Carolina ever since. 
Mrs. Faison’s report was accepted by a rising vote of thanks. 
The report of the Recording Secretary, Mrs. F. M. Wil- 
liams, of Newton, covered the business matters of the divyi- 
sion during the past year. The report of Mrs. Gordon Fin- 
ger, the corresponding secretary, showed what had been 
accomplished in her department; and that of the treasurer, 
Mrs. Eugene Little, of Wadesboro, gave the figures for 
money collected and disbursed during the year; the report 
showed a balance in favor of the division. The report of 
the Historian, Miss Rebecca Cameron, showed 36 monu- 
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ments to the Confederate dead in North Carolina, and funds 
being collected for ten more. The reports to the historian 
were not complete, as there are said to be several other 
monuments in the State. Miss Cameron not being present 
on account of feeble health, her report was read by Mrs. 
Williams. The report of Mrs. Thomas Craig, Recorder of 
Crosses, was also read by Mrs. Williams, as Mrs. Craig was 
detained by illness; and the secretary was instructed to send 
a telegram of sympathy to Mrs. Craig. Amendments to 
the Constitution were made as follows: The office of assist- 
ant secretary was made a constitutional office; amendment 
was passed to insert “United” before “Daughters of the 
Confederacy ;” amendment was passed to permit to each 
State officer a vote in the convention; also to each chapter 
president, the same. .An amendment was also passed to add 
to Article 8, Section 4: “Each Leader of a Children’s .\ux- 
iliary shall be entitled to one vote in our State convention 
regardless of the size of the auxiliary.” [t was stated that 


there are some thirty or forty leaders of Children’s Auxili- 


aries in the State. ‘There was a storm of protests from the 
Daughters against the proposal to change the date of me- 
morial day from May 10th to June 3d. No one spoke in 
favor of it, so May 10th will continue to be observed. The 
feature of Thursday morning’s exercises was an address 
from President Venable of the State University, who was 
introduced to the audience by Mrs. Faison in a few words of 
high tribute to this great educator. He spoke to the Daugh- 
ters in the interest of the monument to be erected to the 
student-soldiers of the University, and said that there were 
more than 1,000 university men in the War Between the 
States, enlisting from various States of the South, and out 
of this number one-third were killed. At least forty per 
cent. enlisted in the service, which is a record not equalled 
by any other institution. Of those who volunteered from 
North Carolina more than 340 never returned home. | 
wish I had space to give all of this patriotic address. Dr. 
Venable was tendered a rising vote of thanks by the conven- 
tion. The report of the Soldiers’ Home Committee, by the 
chairman, Mrs. M. S. W Nard, showed the institution to be 
in good condition, a have recently employed 
a trained nurse there. Miss Hettie James, chairman of the 
George Davis Monument Committee, announced that the 
Daughters would have an opportunity of witnessing the lay- 
ing of the cornerstone of this long-hoped-for monument 
during the afternoon. The weather was propitious and the 
ceremonies were much enjoyed. The Memorial Arch Com- 
mittee reported that this arch should be of Confederate grey 
stones, with bronze tablee# on which the names of chapters 
contributing to the cost should be engraved; Mrs. FE. E. 
Moffitt, the chairman, was empowered to proceed at once to 


raise funds for the completion of this monument at the 
Confederate Cemetery in Raleigh... The election of officers 
resulted as follows: President, Mrs. F. M. Williams, New- 
ton; First Vice-President.

October. The John IW. Dunham Chapter \Wilson, 

sends the following: “We celebrated Memorial Day 
with exercises at the Court House and an excellent address 
by Mr. R. D. W. Connor, Secretary of the State Historical 
Commission. Crosses of Honor were bestowed on a 
number of veterans. After the exercises the Chapter 
served dinner to 190 veterans. This Chapter sent $25 to 
the “Jackson Memorial Fund.” The President of the Hert- 
ford County Chapter writes: “If you have any new ideas 
that will help the work, do Tet me have them; old ideas that 
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have done you good will perhaps be new to me.” Here is 
a hint of possibilities by means of interchange of ideas 
which may benefit us by using The Keystone for this pur- 
pose. This is what we desire—to give to each Chapter the 
benefit of the experience of the others. The Hertford 
County Chapter was organized last May in Winton by 
seven women; by June twenty were enrolled, and proceeded 
to order a charter. They celebrated President Davis’ 
birthday, and conferred Crosses of Honor on some old 
veterans on August 23d, the Governor of North Carolina 
being present and making an address; other fine addresses 
were made by Lieut.-Gov. Winston and Capt. T. D. Boone. 
after which an abundant dinner was served to the veterans. 
The Chapter has begun to collect articles for a Confederate 
Museum of Relics of the War. 


At Franklin, N. C., on September 30th, a handsome 
monument, erected to the memory of the Confederate dead 
of Macon county, was unveiled. \ large attendance, 
including many distinguished. guests from a distance, 
evinced the great interest felt in this patriotic occasion. A 
unique feature on this occasion was the address by Miss 
Elizabeth Kelly. “The women build most of the monu- 
ments,” says the News and Observer, which prints the 
notice, “why should they not” give also their thrilling words 
to point the illustration. The address is too fine to extract 
from. Let our readers look up and enjoy the whole of it, 
in the Observer of Sunday, October 10th. It is short. it 
is beautiful, and warmly patriotic.

During a recent visit to Littleton your correspondent had 
the honor and pleasure of attending a meeting of the Annie 
Lee Auxiliary, Children of the Confederacy. Their leader, 
Mrs. Bessie S. W. Cawthorne, has imbued these dear little 
girls with her own patriotic enthusiasm, and has trained 
them so that they conduct their meeting with charming 
grace and propriety.

HE sixteenth annual convention of the United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy mét in Houston, Texas, Octo- 
ber 19-23, as guests of the R. E. Lee Chapter of that 

city. Elaborate decorations on the exterior of the Rice 
Hotel proclaimed that as headquarters, while Beach Audi- 
torium was a thing of beauty in its interior decorations. 
Here the business sessions were held. 


All of the General officers were present except two of the 
vice-presidents—Mrs. Poe and Mrs. Willard, the former 
being absent on account of the recent death of her husband; 
the latter, by that of her father. Mrs. Henderson and Mrs. 


Raines were the only two ex-president generals present. 


The absence of many women whose wisdom in the councils 


of the conventions has told for much in the past, was the 


topic tor frequent remark, and right sadly were they missed. 


No business of any moment was transacted during the 
first day. The morning was taken up with addresses of 
welcome from Mayor Rice, of Houston; Tax Commissioner 
Dashiel representing Governor Campbell, who was unavoid- 
ably prevented from being present; Commander Phil Fall, 
of the Dick Dawling Camp, U. C. V.; Miss Katie Daffan, 
of Dallas, president of the Texas Division; Mrs. Reichardt, 
of the O. M. Roberts Chapter, of Houston; Mrs. Henry B. 
Fall, of the City Federation of Women’s Clubs; and Mrs. 
M. E. Bryan, President of the R. KE. Lee Chapter, of Hous- 
ton. Master John Austin Saunders, great-grandson of Col. 
Wm. P. Rogers, who fell at Corinth, made a ringing speech, 
and in his Confederate gray uniform, as mascot of hMtexas 
Division, won much applause. 

Another feature of the morning's proceedings was the 
presentation to Mrs. Stone, of a most beautiful pin, a gift 
from the Texas Division. Following this, bouquets were 
brought upon the platform and presented to the president 
general in such profusion as to convert the stage into a veri- 
table bower. In the absence of Mrs. Daisy McLaurin Ste- 
vens, of Mississippi, the response to the gracious words of 
welcome was most feelingly expressed by the president-gen- 
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eral, herself a native Texan, a Daughter of the Republic. 
Several beautiful vocal selections added to the enjoyment of 
the morning’s exercises. 

After the Ritual, used in opening the convention, came the

the name of each of these last was called, she responded by 
presenting her State flag to the Custodian General of Flags

the hostess chapter. A very pretty ceremony indeed. The 
report of the Credentials Committee deserved and received 
special commendation. It showed thirty States represented, 
aggregating upwards of 60,000 members, and a voting 
strength in the convention of 1,304. ,The convention ac- 
cepted an invitation to attend in the afternoon the exercises 
incident to the unveiling of a handsome granite boulder in 
Sam Houston’s honor, erected by the children’s chapter of 
Houston in memory of Terry’s Texas Rangers. The exer- 
cises were impressive, and were followed by an automobile 
ride over the city. 

On Wednesday morning the President-General’s report 
was the first order of business. Printed copies were distri- 
buted to the delegates while she read it. Important to be 
noted in it are: the restoration of President Davis’s name to 
Cabin John Bridge, with an account of a personal appeal on 
Mrs. Stone’s part to President Roosevelt; the returning to 
the Alabama Division of a Confederate battle flag, by Gov- 
ernor Harmon, of Ohio. Two survivors of the regiment 
that captured the flag acted as escort to the flag on its 
return; the Ohio Legislature appropriating funds for all 
expenses. During the vear the president-general attended 
the conventions of the Alabama, Florida, Texas, Tennessee 
and Missouri divisions, and the Veterans’ Reunion in Mem- 
phis. The work of Arlington and Shiloh committees was 
especially noted, with the recommendation that a committee 
on design be appointed for the former. The organization 
of children’s chapters was strongly urged, as was the plac- 
ing of portraits of President Davis and Gen. Robert I. Lee 
in public and private schools. She again stressed the im- 
portance of all chapter elections being held in the fall before 
the General convention, so that the minutes may contain the 
correct rosters for the succeeding year. Fitting tribute was 
paid to the memory of Mrs. Margaret Howell Jefferson 
Davis Hayes. .\mong the decisions were: That there is no 
provision in the General Constitution prohibiting the chap- 
ters of this association from having associate members 
That such associate members can not vote, and can not be 
counted in the ratio representation of the chapter in which 
they are associated in any State or general convention, U. 
D.C. The title in the by-laws of “honorary associate mem- 


bers’ refers to the general association, and does not provide 


that such honorary title shall be conferred by divisions and 
chapters. That the duties of a president-elect in conventions 
do not begin until the adjournment of the convention at 
which she is elected. The Jurisprudence Committee, of 
which Miss Ruth Early, of Virginia, a niece of Gen. Jubal 
Early, was chairman, indorsed all these decisions. 

The Recording Secretary General, Mrs. Andrew Dowdell. 
Alabama, reported 3,000 copies of the Atlanta minutes sent 
out; 3,000 letters and postals written; 1,300 circulars sent 
out; 4,000 letters and postals received; 2,763 certificates 
issued, and 67 charters. She recommended that all rosters 
sent her be typewritten so as to avoid mistakes. Many 
iumes she receives a roster with no name of chapter, or even 
the State from whence it comes, and unless the postmark 


happens to be distinet, she 1s at a complete loss. 


The report of the Registrar-General showed what an 
enormous amount of work is ahead for that officer, but Mrs. 
Gantt, of Missouri, is fully equal to the task. She exhibited 
to the convention a loose leaf ledger, seemingly perfect in its 
design, and during the year she has made a complete registry 
of 19,218 names. Louisiana is the only division sending ina 
complete typewritten list of its members. 

The report of the Custodian of the Cross showed again 
that this office is no sinecure. Not only is the work for each 
year to be done, but Mrs. Raines is gradually completing the 
volume of back lists. During the year she has completed 
the Records for Bestowal of all Crosses in 1906. Five 
vears are still to be made up. Mrs. Raines urged that when 
bestowals had been announced for certain days, and Crosses 
not arriving in time, go ahead with exercises, and give to 
each Veteran a bow of ribbon in lieu of the belated Cross. 
She recommended that these volumes of Records be put in 
the Museum at Richmond for safe-keeping. 

The Treasurer General, Mrs. Williams, of Nentucky, has 
managed the finances in a most wise, efficient, and business- 
like manner. The total receipts for the vear were $7,975. 
Amount paid out of treasury was $3,900, leaving a balance 
on hand of $4,035, making this the banner report of the 
treasury. 

The report of the Historian General, Mrs. J. Enders Kob- 
inson, Virginia, consisted principally in reading to the con- 
vention the circulars issued by her during the vear, and the 


responses received from the various divisions.

first, the time limit was extended to 1912. 
Georgia, and Miss Early, of Virginia, precipitated a heated 
discussion by moving that the rules for bestowal be extended 
to mothers, fathers, sisters, brothers, nieces and nephews, of 
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soldiers who died without being married. Mrs. Raines 
stated that only about 400 descendants had applied for 
Crosses, showing the lack of interest. The sentiment that 
met with the heartiest response was that Crosses are for 
living Veterans only, monuments honoring those who have 


“passed away. It was understood by numbers of delegates 


that the motion as finally amended and passed was that only 
living Veterans were to receive a Cross—not even the oldest 
lineal descendant—and both daily papers in Houston so 
reported the matter in detailed accounts, but the Recording 
Secretary General is authority for saying that, after all, the 
rule stands the same as last vear. 

The report of Mrs. Schuyler, of New York, on the Prize 
Iéssay. provoked a controversy that was but a forerunner of 
the one to come on the Scholarship Report. The commit- 
tee’s recommendation that the $100 prize be continued in 
Teacher's College passed, but the convention went on record 
as condemning the Boyeson essay, and as not indorsing the 
action of the judges. Hereafter, the essay must also be 
indorsed by the president. general, U. D. C. Fifty essays 
were in hand this year in the contest, but the controversy 
caused all except twelve to drop out. Miss Guernsey, of 
Connecticut, was the successful contestant, her subject being, 
‘Jackson vs. Calhoun.” 

Mrs. Schuyler also made the report for the Scholarship in 
Teacher's College, Columbia University. Miss Moses, of 
South Carolina, took her degre there last year, Miss Tim- 
berlake, of Mississippi, graduating next June. In order of 
secession, Florida comes into the scholarship next fall. 
Contributions were taken from the floor; $301 were sub- 
scribed, Florida feeling sure of making up the remainder of 

$50. But Sister Esther Carlotta asked if negroes were not 
admitted on an equality in the classes with these Southern 
girls. When answered in the affirmative, the storm broke, 
and contributions were rapidly withdrawn. The president 
of the Florida division will take up the matter at her next 
convention. 

Mrs. White, of Tennessee, reported that there has been 
collected in two years over $5,000 for’ Shiloh. The senti- 
ment of the convention seemed to favor about $25,000 or 
$30,000 for this monument. 


Mrs. Stone reported for Arlington, about $14,000 in bank, 


representing two years’ work on the part of the U. D. C. 
Her recommendation that a committee on design, etc., be 
appointed, carried, and South Carolina has the honor of 
having one of the seven members—Mrrs. Keitt, of Clemson. 

Mrs. b. B. Ross read the report of the Educational Com- 
mittee, the chairman, Miss Poppenheim being absent in 
Europe. Though the first report of this committee, it 
showed much work done by several divisions: 51 scholar- 


ships were reported, valued at $2,224. The recommenda- 
tions of this committee were most favorably received. 


The State reports were given marked attention, and often 
interrupted by applause. 


The following appropriations were made by the conven- 
tion: Arlington Monument, $1,000: Shiloh Monument. 
$1,000; “Immortal 600° Monument, $100; Bronze Tablet 
to David O. Dadd, of Arkansas, $50. |

Farmers’ Institutes for Women. 


N IMPORTANT problem in education in the United 


States is that of reaching country women with infor- 


extent the mental, moral, and physical welfare of the family 


mation suited to their needs. Although to a great 
depend upon the home keeper, yet her opportunities in the 
country districts for qualifying herself for fulfilling these 
duties are chiefly such as she can create for herself. -\l- 
though a large amount of domestic science instruction for 
women is being given, it is for the most part confined to 
resident students in educational institutions in towns and 
cities. Comparatively little is being done in this direction 
in the rural schools, and almost nothing in the way of pert- 
patetic instruction for country women by the State at large.” 

This subject is handled by the United States Department 
of Agriculture in a pamphlet prepared by John Hamilton, 
issued August 3, 1909. “Twenty-one States are reported as 
Managing women’s institutes in 1908; North Carolina and 


Tennessee being among this number. ‘The pamphlet fur- 
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You should get our prices on Floor Coverings of all kinds 
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ther states that no provision has been made for giving in- 
struction to women at farmers’ institutions in twenty States 
so far as has been reported. Among these States we note 
Alabama, Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, South 
Carolina and Virginia. North Carolina’s report ranks 
foremost among those printed, and shows what can be done 


in the Southern States. It reads as follows: 


NortTit CAROLINA.—Sixty-eight women’s institutes were 
The method has been to hold 
the women’s institute on the same day and at the same place 
as the farmers’ institute for men, but in a separate hall. At 
least one and usually two separate sessions are held, which 


held in forty-six counties. 


enables the women to form an organization of their own. 
Two Women lecturers are usually sent out by the State to 
each meeting, and when a joint afternoon session is not held 
with the men some of the lecturers at the general institutes 
usually assist at the women’s meetings in the discussion of 
such subjects as dairying, poultry rearing, and gardening. 
During the vear a special train with a portion of the car 
equipped for domestic science demonstrations was run 
throughout the State, the domestic science car being fitted up 
as a modern kitchen with modern labor-saving utensils and 
devices. The remaining portion of the car was utilized for 
seating those attending the demonstrations. ‘This is proba- 
bly the first domestic science car ever run in this country. 
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
